'If You Are Looking for a Good Place to Eat, Try Meek’s Restaurant.” 316 Fulton St. 
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ITALY. 

Naples rises before you like an amphitheater as you enter its harbor. 
Its bright colored stucco villas are charmingly picturesque. Small boats 
laden with Italian dainties come out to meet the ocean liners and before 
disembarking, perhaps you have let down a rope and drawn up a basket of 
tempting fruit, ripe olives or confections. As you drop the money to pay 
for this to the boat below, perchance a coin falls into the bay. Neapolitan 
boys who are watching eagerly for this, dive and the quickest of them se¬ 
cures the coin. 

A delightful short trip is from Naples to Sorrento, where people go to 
get choice corals. On the steamer a suave Italian jeweler opens a purple 
plush case and tempts you with unmounted cameos. You select a shell 
cameo. The white head of Venus is carved in relief on a rose-colored back¬ 
ground. “Quanta costa?” you ask. The .dealer replies, “Forty lire.” (A 
lire equals about twenty cents.) Calculating rapidly, you conclude that 
eight dollars is a reasonable price and you are about to accept his offer 
when a friend who knows the jeweler gives you the wink and you say, “No, 
I do not want it,—yo*ur price is too high.” He closes his case with a snap, 
shrugs his shoulders and departs. The deal is closed. You have lost. Bat 
no, he returns, offers it to you for thirty, later twenty and then ten lire, 
until, as you are leaving the steamer at Sorrento, he rushes up and offers 
the cameo for eight lire. A Venetian glass maker boldly told us that Ital¬ 
ians had no standard of prices for Americans, but simply took from them 
all they could get for, said he, “All Americans are rich.” 

Naples has a large and populous slum district. Where else are to be 
seen so many and such professional beggars! The most pitiable are small 
children or old women. Here runs a tiny girl, hardly more than a baby, 
barefooted, bareheaded and in tatters. She follows for a mile a carriage in 
which four people ride. Three have thrown coins to her. The fourth has 
not. She persists for she must take home a certain sum that night. Her 
strength failing, she is at last compelled to desist and panting and exhausted 
she sinks by the roadside. Admiration for a work of art or a cathedral in 
Naples may be interrupted by a tug at your sleeve and a piteous appeal 
for money from a shriveled and toothless hag. You wonder if she ever 
was young. Italian women fade early, but when they are in their bloom 
there are no more attractive beauties anywhere. 

How narrow are the streets in southern Italian cities, and some of them 
are dirty, too, and dark. Many are on so steep an incline that they are 
built like a flight of stairs. Up the steps at. intervals men and women sell 
fruits, vegetables or flowers from push carts placed before their doors. 
Washings, hung to dry, flutter from lines stretched across the steep way. 
The effect of the whole is kaleidoscopic. On either side of narrow streets 
the flat stucco walls of villas confront you with no parking or yard space. 
Often the apartment of the first story has no floor except a dirt floor. Here 
the poorest live. On the second floor there is less poverty, on the third 
comfort and, perhaps, on the fourth floor there is affluence. In a very 
poor first floor apartment we saw a sight never to be forgotten. In the 
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wide open doorway a corpse was laid out. Candles burned around it. No 
one watched by it but, playing about it in the dirt were children, dogs, 
chickens and even goats. 

To an American, used to broad horizons and expanse of territory, the 
rural districts near Rome are interesting. For, there perched on the Alban 
hills are farms so small they look like toy farms. On the steep incline the 
precious patch of ground is kept from sliding down hill by a rock retaining 
wall. It looks as if the goats would miss their footing and go down too. 
Where “sunny Italy” is not irrigated it is arid and unattractive in appear¬ 
ance. On the Campagna, or country district surrounding Rome, the 
wretched homes are made of straw or grass. It is no wonder that these 
peasants emigrate to other lands. 

What a contrast these huts afford to the luxurious dwellings unearthed 
by the Italian Government in their excavations at Pompeii, a city which 
was buried by an eruption of Vesuvius. Having seen that mountain smok¬ 
ing, it is easy for the imagination to picture the mad flight of the Pompeiians 
on that terrible day in 78 A. D. You wonder how the people can build 
there today on its sides and base with any feeling of security. If you abhor 
licards stay out of Pompeii, for the place is alive with them. They dart in 
and out, here, there, everywhere. The long gap in the centuries is spanned 
when you step into the museun just inside the city walls of Pompeii and 
see a lamp by the light of which Cicero read, or a mirror, fancy comb or 
broach which set off the charms of Julia, the daughter of Caesar. 

“Tips” must be paid every time you turn around. Now it is a band 
of wandering singers, again a street beggar, here a bell boy, there a maid 
or the man who runs the “lift”. Sometimes it is expected for the privilege 
of a glimpse at a work of art or for the favor of having the dust swept from 
some mosaic or inscription. Again it is the cab driver or the guide who 
show r s you the Mamertine or who points out monuments along the Appian 
Way or the monk who hands you a candle and escorts you through the 
underground Catacombs outside the walls of Rome. These are but a hint 
at the varieties of “pourboire”. It is a firmly established institution 
and one can no more ignore it than he can overlook the people them¬ 
selves. Italy derives much revenue from her art works and ancient monu¬ 
ments and we are told that the absence of tourists since the war began is 
working great hardships to Italians.

THE UNITED STATES AT WAR. On Thursday, April 5th, 

the Congress of the Unit¬ 
ed Stated formally accepted Germany’s challenge and declared 
a state of war existed between the two countries. Perhaps never 
before in the history of our country has the President of the 
United States had the moral support of his countrymen in the 
same measure that President Wilson has at the present tim 
Although a few Congressmen voted against the war measure, 
and there are perhaps a large number of pacificists and others 
in the country who were not in favor of war, our National Honor 
had been strained to the breaking point and peace was no longer 
possible. 
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It is in such times as these that every American citizen, 
both present and prospective, has an opportunity to show his 
loyalty. Although perhaps some of our number as students 
may not be called to the service, certain it is that Uncle Sam 
will have need of a large force of men and boys to mann his ships 
and make up his army. According to present plans, the first 
to be called will be the unmarried men from 18 to 25 years of 
age. As that class will include practically the entire student 
body of the United States, it would perhaps be well for each and 
every one of us to determine what branch of the service he could 
best serve. The greatest need will be for fighting men; follow¬ 
ing them will come an army of artisans some twenty-five thou¬ 
sand strong, including practically every branch of trade. The 
farmers and transportation forces of our country must meet a 
demand of increased production never before equalled. These 
are only a few of the many ways in which a man may serve his 
country, and, by the way, conservation of resources and wealth 
are by far not the least of these. The student body of Bradley 
can help Uncle Sam by bearing these facts in mind. 


UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING. Following agitation 

for a large number 

of years past, universal military training is about to become a 
fact in the United States. The colleges and universities of the 
country have been among the first to take up this measure of 
preparation and defense. The Tech understands that in a large 
number of schools throughout the country arrangements have 
been made to graduate the present classes early in the spring, 
if not to abolish them at once in favor of intensive study of 
military tactics and training. Bradley and the Little Nineteen 
are not the last among these, as already military training in 
some form has actually been started in practically every school 
in the conference, some schools even favoring the abolition of 
other forms of physical training. At Bradley a petition is being 
prepared to go before the faculty providing for the beginning of 
compulsory training for every male student in the school, and 
these classes will probably have been organizrd before this issue 
of The Tech is off the press. These college classes in military 
training will probably form the nucleus of the large army the 
United States proposes to put in the field, and will probably 
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provide some men at least whose duty will be to train other 
rookies for the service. It can plainly be seen that this work 
can not be taken up in a spirit of fun, but will be grimly serious. 


THE BRADLEY SUNDAY SING. On Sunday, April 15th, 

Dr.Wyckoff and the Brad¬ 
ley Chorus will reign supreme at the Community Sing at the 
Shrine Temple. The Tech is well pleased to note that all of 
these exercises have been so well supported by Bradley students, 
and would urge all who have not yet attended to do so at the 
first opportunity.

In Havana High is it regarded silly to 
work hard? But when considering the thorough manner in which a large 
variety of activities are reported in your paper, this supposition must be 
discarded. The addition of an exchange department is a step of progress. 
There are papers on your exchange list from which by a little study you 
can no doubt derive many valuable suggestions. 


We have watched with satisfaction the steady progress made by the 
“Opinion" of Peoria High School. The last number is far superior to any 
preceding one. The joke section entitled the “Kidder" is especially 
noteworthy, since most of its contents are really humorous and can be 
appreciated even by an outsider. The exchange comments are in the 
main too brief. Be somewhat more definite and suggestive and do not 
be afraid to point out a few defects in your exchanges. 

What relation does a school publication bear to the institution it repre¬ 
sents, was a query in the editor’s mind as he read several exchanges. There 
are undoubtedly many ways in which the two react upon each other. 
One answer was found between the covers of the “Decaturian" where in 
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the subject matter, whether of major or minor inportance, clearness and 
interest are maintained in sentence structure and force and range achieved 
in the diction. Above all, an active loyalty to Millikin is displayed. The 
reader soon realizes that there are “things doing” at Millikin and straight¬ 
way wishes to become a Millikinite. If editors of college papers desire to 
be real boosters of their Alma Maters, it would appear from this example 
that the arrangement, subject matter and composition of their papers 
should be made the best possible. 


In our opinion the “Manual”, although a very excellent paper, is not 
above criticism.

At last after a night of dreams of horrible schoolrooms full of unruly 
children, the great day came. I awoke long before the usual time and was 
up early, going over my lesson plan. What if I should forget one word? 
What if they should ask me something I did not know? I might as well' 
not have gone to any classes that day because I had no ears for lectures 
with that awful thing hanging over my head. 

As I stood before my class that afternoon with all eyes turned on me 
all of the excitement and nervousness passed away and I became so inter¬ 
ested in helping and instructing the little girls that before it seemed pos¬ 
sible it was four o’clock and my first teaching lesson was over.

Graham may be used in the box 
and Doubet will work behind the plate, although Ryan and Rogers may 
alternate with him, Ryan will probably be used in the outfield, as will 
also Luke. Chadwick or Huesgen will handle the initial sack with either 
one at the second cushion. Moore will probably be used at shortstop. 
There are several promising Horologs who have as yet been out but a few 
times who are touted as high class men. White and Davidson will work 
with Graham in the box.

The tennis prospects at Bradley this year are very promising. Every¬ 
one seems to be taking an interest in this sport and it is rapidly being formed. 
The courts themselves are in very good condition for early season weather. 

Manager Murphy has secured several dates for the team. The team 
will go to Lombard on May 12th, and Wesleyan will come here the week 
of May 13th. Both of these dual meets should be very interesting and 
well contested. 

The big meet of the season is the Intercollegiate Tennis Tourmanent 
held in connection with the Track Meet. This meet will be held at Bradley 
May 26th. It is always well fought and some of the best intercollegiate 
tennis of this part of the country is seen at this tournament. 

At Bradley this year we have several promising players, Loy Luke 
being the champion of the school. The champion is the winner of the 
school tournament. This tournament is a great feature in the school, in 
that more students enter this than any other branch of athletics which is 
placed before them. 

The tournament this year is to be run on a different basis than before. 
There are to be four divisions, Lower Academy, Higher Academy, College 
and Horologs.

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INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETICS. 

By Professor Albert Le Fevre, University of Virginia. 

At first glance it may seem to be the prince blessing of oiganized 
athletes that they require of the devotees, well-regulated conduct of 
temperance and restraint. To have a large number of students for large 
portions of the year leading disciplined lives of physical cleanliness, avoid¬ 
ing in their conduct all forms of excess, denying the insinuations of sense, 
is indeed a boon which the guardians of our colleges are at least not apt 
to underestimate. 

Though of undoubted importance, the mere existence of such abstin¬ 
ence does not of itself reveal its own true moial impoit. The influences 
at work in the foimation of character are more subtle and do not lie thus 
upon the surface. The significant and permanent moral values aie to 
be discovered in the fact that the pledges of good conduct are voluntary; 
that the discipline involves many forms of self sacrifice, the surrender 
of self to fit one for the piivilege of repiesenting others for the sake of a 
cause; that loyalty in the service of a social gioup spells self-denial and 
self-control, that fidelity to a trust means stability of purpose. The 
athlete learns that he can live up to these requirements; and this becomes 
transmitted into the judgment that he ought; and thiough the joy of 
achievement and the consciousness of a charge well kept, the outward 
forms of observance become transfigured into inward desires. Proper 
minded intercollegiate athletics thus spread abroad the gospel of un¬ 
flinching loyalty to a cause and unity of action in the realization, of a 
common purpose. The sympathetic comradeship and the spirit of 
mutual helpfulness engendered lead to a real genius for co-opeiation, 
while demanding at the same time individual versatility and resource¬ 
fulness in emergencies. Self must be relatively effaced; the team and 
the team work and those whom the team represents are paramount. 
This social objective is no mean moial heaven. All this makes foi the 
co-ordination of a wholesome mind and a sound body, an end which 
must remain at least one of the purposes of education as long as we humans 
happen to be psycho-physical organisms and not disembodied spirits. 

In conclusion it may be said, all our efforts must be directed towards 
the pioduction of the light spirit of the players on the field. With our 
eyes fixed on high aims, with our minds responsive to true methods, with 
our wills resolved that they shall be followed, we shall have teams of 
students, playing fairly, cleanly and courteously, and yet with skill, 
pluck and aggressiveness. Then indeed may the athlete say with Sir 
Galahad: 

“My strength is as the strength of two 
Because my heart is pure.”
